Is  $2,00.  and  It  contains 
about  160  pages. 


The  greatest  materal  need  of  our  colleges  to¬ 
day  Is  an  adequate  endowment.  Endowments 
with  income  covering  from  forty  to  sixty  per 
cent  of  the  annual  expenditure,  are  essential  to 
the  efficiency,  and  In  most  cases  to  the  perma¬ 
nent  existence  of  Institutions  of  higher  learning. 
Higher  education  Is  nbt  self  supporting.  A  col¬ 
lege  or  university  to  d|o  efficient  work  must  sx- 
pend  from  three  hundred  to  six  hundred  dol. 
lars  annually  on  each  student.  To  throw  this 
whole  burden  upon  the  student  would  prevent 
many  of  the  youth  of  the  land  from  attending 
college  at  all.  The  endowment  should  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  take  care  of  about  two  thirds  of  this 
expense.  I  am  praying  that  some  of  our  Bap¬ 
tists  who  have  been  entrusted  with  much  wealth 
will  make  themselves  Snd  their  money  Immortal 
by  wisely  Investing  It  In  largely  endowing  our 
Institutions  of  learnng.

NIMI'I.K  WAVS  TO  IMPROVE  THK  SOUTHERN 
BAPTIST  CONVENTION 


Annually  preceding  and  following  the  South, 
ern  Baptist  Convention  we  have  more  or  leu 
discussion  of  the  Convention  as  a  deliberative 
body,  tu  democracy,  and  how  to  Improve  Its  ef¬ 
ficiency  and  value.  It  la,  we  thlnkt  much  bet¬ 
ter  to  discuss  such  matters  after  the  Convention 
and  whjen  discussion  will  not  Imperil  the  things 
for  which  the  Convention  meets. 

The  Jvrter  does  not  believe  that  the  conven¬ 
tion  has  failed  either  In  dellbratlon,  democracy, 
or  efficiency.  Nevertheless  he  believes  that  it 
can  be  improved  In  all  these  respects  without 
any  radical  changes.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  improvement  can  be  better  and  more  cer¬ 
tainly  secured  by  attention  to  a  few  simple  mat¬ 
ters  which  are  easy  of  correction.  Certainly  all 
who  aru  truly  interested  in  the  Convention  and 
its  wor)t  would  welcome  anything  which  will 
make  the  body  more  deliberative,  more  demo¬ 
cratic,  and  increase  Its  value  to  the  church¬ 
es  and  (he  great  causes  it  is  set  to  promote. 

•  What  are  some  of  the  simple  Improvements 
which  will  in  a  large  measure  secure  the  desir¬ 
able  results? 

1.  Thje  elimination  of  nominating  speeches. 
This  suggestion  Is  made  following  a  Conven¬ 
tion  In  h'hlch  we  had  the  best  set  of  nominating 
speeches]  I  ever  heard,  although  such  speeches  In 
the  ConVentlon  are  usually  good.  At  Chatta¬ 
nooga  thp  brethren  had  good  subjects  .and  their 
nominating  speeches  were  really  high  achieve¬ 
ments  In,  this  sort  of  oratory,  but  for  this  very 
reason  this  Is  a  good  time  to  put  an  end  to  nom¬ 
inating  speeches.  Few  of  us  can  hope  to  sur¬ 
pass  what  has  been  done,  so  let  us  end  the  cus¬ 
tom  with  high  achievement  as  a  climax,  and 
hereafter  make  use  of  the  time  thus  spent  to 
make  room  in  the  Convention  for  more  deliber¬ 
ation  on  matters  of  main  business  ail’d  to  make 
the  Convention  more  efficient. 

2.  The  discontinuance  of  all  banquets  during 
the  sessions  of  the  Convention. — At  the  present 
rate  these  banquets  are  multiplying  rapidly, 
and  have  | already  begun  very  seriously  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  great  matters  for  which  the  banquet¬ 
ers  have  great  responsibility,  and  to  which  they 
are  capable  of  making  valuable  contributions. 
Starting  (rlth  an  annual  Seminary  banquet,  the 
colleges  or  the  South  are  adopting  the  custom. 
Teachers  tod  promoters  of  Sunday  School  work, 
etc.  falling  Into  line.  Many  of  the  valuable 
men  of  the  Convention  are  thus  drawn  out  of 
the  body  it  the  times  when  some  of  the  great¬ 
est  matters  needing  attention  are  under  con¬ 
sideration,  and  when  the  very  men  In  particular 
who  attend  these  banquets  are  needed  in  the 
Convention  to  guide  Its  proceedings  and  to  give 
Its  work  tqe  benefit  of  their  training. 

3.  Limit  matters  to  be  considered  by  the  Con¬ 
vention  to  such  as  properly  belong  to  this  gen¬ 
eral  body  peculiarly.  There  is  a  growing  dis¬ 
position  to  bring  into  the  Convention  matters 
whch  belong  to  the  state  organisations,  and  by 
thus  Increasing  committee  reports  and  multi, 
plying  speeches  much  of  the  time  is  consumed 
which  coul|d  be  given  to  those  things  which  be¬ 
long  particularly  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  There  Is  undoubtedly  opportunity  at 
this  point  to  save  time  for  the  discussion  of  pure¬ 
ly  Convention  matters. 

4.  Let  the  Convention  require  of  the  general 
boards  that,  Immediately  following  the  organisa¬ 
tion  of  the  Convention,  they  submit  to  the  body 
printed  digests  of  their  reports  and  lay  before 
the  Convention  for  its  instruction  thereupon  all 
new  policies  and  new  courses  of  action  which 
they  propose  to  adopt  and  put  into  effect.  By  In¬ 
structing  the  Boards  to  close  their  books  prompt¬ 
ly  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  year, 
there  will  be  time  enough  to  prepare  these  dl. 
gests.  Submitting  them  at  the  opening  session 
In  printed  form  there  will  be  time  for  the  mes¬ 
sengers  to  study  them,  talk  about  them,  and  be 
ready  to  disease  aad  vote  upon  them  intelligent¬ 
ly  at  Us  Urns  find  for  the  Ooaveatioa'a  no¬ 


tion  upon  them.  The  Foreign  Board  has  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  followed  the  plan  of  asking  the  Con. 
veatlon  for  Instruction  on  new  and  Important 
policies  and  plans  of  work,  and  has  followed  the 
Convention's  Instructions. 

g.  The  Program  Committee  should  be  in¬ 
structed  to  provide  a  period  for  open  discus¬ 
sion  by  the  messengers  of  the  Board's  reports 
and  such  new  policies  and  courses  of  actlou  as 
are  proposed.  The  time  saved  by  dispensing 
with  nominating  speeches  and  by  baring  all 
resolutions  go  to  Committee  on  Resolutions  be¬ 
fore ‘being  discussed,  will  save  a  large  part  of 
the  time  that  Is  needed  for  this  open  discussion. 

in  order  to  take  the  Convention  Into  full  con 
ftdence  It  Is  desirable  that  a  direct  representa¬ 
tive  of  each  board  shall  Interpret  to  the  body 
each  year  the  actions  and  work  of  the  year,  and 
let  the  body  know  In  what  direction  the  boards 
are  leading  and  explain  the  things  for  which 
they  ask  the  co-operation  and  support  of  the 
churches.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  are 
enliteled  to  this  Information  and  those  only 
who  are  close  to  the  administration  can  very 
well  render  this  important  piece  of  service, 
Usually  also  some  pastor  or  Christian  leader 
of  ability  should  be  Invited  to  make  a  seasoned 
speech  on  the  work  which  Is  committed  to  each 
of  the  respective  boards.  Then  as  much  time  as 
Is  possible  should  be  saved  for  and  devoted  to 
hearing  the  missionaries  from  the  field.  The 
number  of  missionaries  on  furlough  each  year 
has  now  so  multiplied  that  it  Is  Impossible  with¬ 
in  the  limit  of  the  Convedtlon  for  every  one  of 
these  to  be  heard,  or  even  one  from  each  mis¬ 
sion  to  be  heard  at  length,  but  the  fields  ought 
to  have  such  representation  on  the  program  as 
time  and  Justice  to  the  other  boards  and  other 
objects  will  allow,  and  this  can  be  done. 

«.  By  being  present  at  the  opening  of  the 
Convention  and  remainlg  to  Its  close,  attending 
all  sessions,  the  messengers  to  the  Convention 
can  themselves  contribute  to  the  representative 
consideration  of  matters  as  well  as  the  genera) 
efficiency  of  the  body.  Cutting  out  banquets 
will  place  the  Convention's  emphasis  upon  mes¬ 
sengers’' attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the 
body. 

Democracy  and  deliberative  procedure  do 
not  require  that  everybody  shall  make  a  speech 
on  pending  Issues,  but  they  do  require  that 
there  shall  be  opportunity  for  somebody  who  re¬ 
presents  every  important  phase  of  opinion  to 
speak,  and  then  for  everybody  to  have  opportun¬ 
ity  to  vote.  The  larger  the  number  of  lntelll. 
gent  Voters  the  more  democratic  and  delibera¬ 
tive  we  make  the  body.  If  in  such  case  each  one 
has  not  spoken,  be  has  heard  his  views  express¬ 
ed  and  bad  the  opportunity  to  cast  his  vote  on 
the  side  of  his  enlightened  Judgment  and  con¬ 
science  It  Is  manifestly  impossible  to  reduce 
the  Convention  to  a  site  which  makes  It  practi¬ 
cable  tor  everyone  to  speak.  The  main  thing  Is 
that  the  Convention  shall  berepresentatlve  and 
that  as  many  as  possible  shall  have  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  form  Intelligent  opinions  on  matters  to  be 
decided  and  to  vote  their  conscience.  Reduc¬ 
ing  the  site  of  the  Convention  would  not  neces¬ 
sarily  add  to  Its  dellberatlveneas  and  would  cer¬ 
tainly  make  it  less  representative,  and  probably 
less  democratic  and  useful.  No  matter  how  large 
the  Convention  If  time  Is  taken  for  consideration 
of  all  matters  in  open  meeting  before  voting 
them  through  or  down.  'More  deliberation  will 
be  Incurred  not  by  reducing  the  number  of  mes¬ 
sengers  but  by  reducing  the  number  at  things 
which  are  brought  before  the  Convention,  and 
by  saving  time  for  the  consideration  of  those 
things  which  belong  to  the  Convention  and 
which  are  of  such  Importance  as  to  Justify  cal¬ 
ling  the  messengers  together  at  all. 

The  speeches  can  probably  be  reduced  both 
in  number  and  length  if  needs  be.  Tbs  truth  Is 
probably  the  most  potential  speeches  on  the 
convention's  work  are  not  made  at  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  bat  by  pastors  who  attend  tbs  Conren. 
tlon  whsn  they  have  returned  to  thalr  pulpits 
It  Is  a  matter  of  great  significance  for  morally 


thousands  o|  our  pastors  to  come  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  a  great  inspirational  meeting  like  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  form  their  opinion 
about  its  work,  and  commit  themselves  to  the 
work  and  policies  of  the  Convention  by  personal 
vote,  and  go  back  to  their  churches  in  country, 
tuwh  and  city,  and  In  the  fervor  begotten  of  the 
meeting  and  personal  fellowships  report  the  vi¬ 
sion  which  they  have  caught  to  a  million  church 
members  the  next  Sunday.  The  truth  is.  com¬ 
paratively  few  of  the  messengers  wish  to  speaa. 

The  personal  contacts,  now  and  renewed  ac¬ 
quaintance*  exchanges  at  views  and  closer 
fellowship.  Which  enable  brethren  to  talk  them¬ 
selves  together,  deepen  their  Chrlsilan  affection, 
broaden  their  outlook  and  sympathy,  are  advan¬ 
tageous,  which  would  be  lost  measurably  it  we 
did  not  havte  these  great  meetings  annually. 
The  Interplay  of  thought  and  sentiment  from 
out  our  vast  territory  and  great  and  scattered 
numbers  which  operates  In  these  annual  meet¬ 
ings  have  a  unifying  value  for  the  denomlatlon. 
Without  such  contact  and  Interchange  of  views 
Southern  Baptist  could  very  quickly  develop 
sectional  camp  life  Instead  of  the  great  denom¬ 
inational  life  which  now  characterises  us. 

Moreover,  to  refer  the  business  in  which  the 
whole  denomination  Is  Interested  to  a  less  repre¬ 
sentative  body  than  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven 
tlon  as  now  constituted  would  udoubtedly  cause 
more  dissatisfaction  and  result  In  less  unity  and 
general  lntellgence  concerning  lh$  work  than 
we  now  hava. 

Such  a  course  would  shortly  be  looked  upon 
not  as  more  democratic  but  as  leas  democratic, 
and  Inevitably  the  charge  of  centralisation  and 
autocracy  would  be  beard  lu  the  latod. 

Of  course,  fbe  continuance  of  tbe  large  an, 
nual  assembly  to  which  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  has  grown  raises  tbe  question  of  a 
suitable  meeting  place.  Chattanooga  demon. 
Htrtted  that  It  Is  possible  for  us  to  {have  an  au¬ 
ditorium  big  enough  to  accomodate  the  messen¬ 
gers  and  at  t|ie  same  time  so  adapted  to  tbs 
purposes  of  tbb  Convention  that  everybody  In  it 
can  hear  those  who  speak  with  ordinary  distinc¬ 
tness.  There  Were  vary  tew  messengers  who  did 
not  bear  every  speaker  at  Chattanooga.  The 
sounding  board  is  a  simple  and  effective  device. 

Some  may  think  that  tbs  writes  is  unduly 
optimistic.  Nevertheless  be  puts  It  down  es 
his  opinion  tbit  Southern  Baptists  bra  doing  e 
great  business  for  God  that  tbe  Cqnvsntion  Is 
not  by  any  reasonable  interpretation  a  failure, 
and  that  by  aoige  such  simple  methods  and  mod¬ 
ifications  as  arg  stated  above,  it  can  {be  made  to 
fulfjl  its  mission  for  the  denomination  better 
than  anything  that  has  been  proposed.  We 
submit  these  observations  for  the  serious  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  brotherhood 


Lgt  it  be  remembered  that  mors  tgan  half  of 
the  studenta  in  higher  insulations  are  in  denom¬ 
inational  schools.  Yet  the  expense  of  operating 
slate  and  municipal  colleges  la  vastly  greater 
than  that  of  (ghristlan  colleges  The  public 
treasuries  pay  one  hundred  and  fifty  million 
dollars  annually  for  maintaining  the  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  public  colleges,  universities  and 
normal  schoola.  Tbe  churchea  on  tbe  other 
hand  maintain  five  hundred  and  fourteen  col¬ 
leges  and  unlvel'slUas,  620  academies  and  >00 
theological  schools  for  $25,000,000.  In  repre¬ 
sentative  state  i  nlveralty  there  are  5,  716  atu. 
dent*,  and  the  1  icome  of  this  institution  is  tl, 
075,(09.  In  fift  r  representative  denominational 
colleges  there  ar  >  IS,  $67  studenta,  yet  tbe  com¬ 
bined  Income  teals  $2,927,11  1.  These  figures 
■howl  very  strikingly  tbe  necessity  of  larger  en¬ 
dowments  and  »u  port -for  tbs  denominational 
college.

We  are  made  pllve!  by  the 
word,  we  are  sanctified  through  ita  trstn.  we 
are  fed  upon  It  as  the  bread  of  life  and  (hall  be 
Judged  by  It  In  the  day  of  Judgement 


And  his  brothren  James  and  Joses  and  atmon 
and  Judas?  And  fcls  sisters,  are  they  not  all 
with  us?  Whence  then  hath  this  man  all  these 
things?''  Jesus  Is  (roof  of  all  the  truth  of  Ood 
and  proof  against  (11  our  doubts. 

But  we  have  Just  started  on  this  mystery  of 
Ood  even  Jesus,  wh(n  you  find  him  as  the  proof 
of  the  fact  of  God.  Many  who  accept  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  Ood  as  a  fact,  can  form  no  definite  oa- 
ceptlon  of  what  he  Is:  or  can  find  no  way  of  ac¬ 
cess  to  him  and  means  of  fellowship  with  him. 
Indeed  to  the  natural  man  this  Is  a  universal 
and  Invariable  experience.  The  words  of  Job 
are  the  uneversal  cry,  ‘‘O.  that  I  knew  where  I 
might  find  him,  that  I  might  come  even  to  hls 
beat."  So  also  Is  h|s  cry,  "He  Is  not  a  man  as 
I  am  that  I  should  answer  him,  and  we  should 
come  together  In  Judgement.  Neither  Is  there 
any  days  man  betwixt  us.  that  he  might  lay  hand 
upon  us  both."  lla^py  If  our  faith  can  rise  like 
Job’s  did  once  at  lepst  to  say,  *'I  know  that  my 
Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he  shall  stand  at  the 
latter  day  upon  thsj  earth.  And  though  after 
my  skin,  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  In  my 
flesh  shall  I  see  God." 

Jesus  answers  all  our  questions  about  Ood. 
He  says,  “He  that  IJath  seen  me,  hath  seen  the 
irathor:”  He  Is  th^  light  of  the  world.  He  Is 
the  faithful  and  trpe  witness.

and  we  have  seen  1  and  bear  witness  and  de¬ 
clare  unto  you  the  life,  the  eternal  life  which 
was  with  the  Father  and  was  manifested  unto 
us:  that  which  we  nave  seen  and  heard  declare 
we  also  unto  you,  tnat  ye  may  have  fellowship 
with  us:  Yea  and  our  fellowship  is  with  the  Fa¬ 
ther  and  with  hls  $A>n  Jesus  Christ.

We  have  got  o  prlive  all 
things  and  bold  fast  that  which  la  good^  The 
man  in  the  pulpit  us  well  us  the  man  In  tiie  pew 
has  got  to  found  hls  faith  anew  or  at  ledtst  re¬ 
establish  It  to  meet  the  attacks  from  this  age  ot 
doubt.  He  Is  going  to  find  himself  in  ifrlvate, 
else  than  Juggling  with  not  In  public,  going  over  the  grounds  !of  his 
faith,  so  that  in  public  he  may  be  able  to  give  a 
reason  for  the  hope  that  is  In  him.  Each  age 
'has  Its  method  of  attack  on  faith  and  wfe  must 
be  prepared  for  seventeen  Inch  guns  for  |  poison 
gas,  for  liquid  fire,  for  submarines,  f  »r  all  raids, 
machine  guns  and  all  the  rest. 

How-are  we  to  meet  all  this  and  nalntijin  our 
faith  and  produce  faith  even  In  the  unbelieving? 
Shall  the  servant  ot  God  read  tie  boj>ks  on 
science,  physical,  mental  and  socia  which  Ig¬ 
nore  Ood  or  rule  him  out  of  the  Universe 7j  Other 
folks  are  reading  them;  must  we  know  these 
things  In  order  to  meet  them?  Each  on(  must 
answer  this  question  for  himself.  But  a  man 
who  reads  them  will  feel  their  strikes  iu  the 
foundation  of  bis  faith.  Men  are  ascribing  to 
the  Inherent  forces  In  matter  today  wljat  we 
have  been  accustomed  to  attribute  to  God  Ev¬ 
olution.  real  evolution,  la  the  teach  ng  last  all 
things  were  evolved  from  the  primal  cell,  j  which 
has  In  Itself  the  life  power  of  m  implication 
and  Increase,  and  the  formation  ot  i  ew  species. 
Such  teaching  "will  eat  as  doth  a  yangrlne"  2 
Tim.  2:17.  "and  overthrow  the  faltli  of  fome." 

Now  how  can  we  make  sure  that  thi  firm 
foundation  of  God  standetk?”  Th  ire  If  only 
one  answer  to  this  question,  there  Is  on)y  one 
key  to  this  mystery  of  God;  there  Is  on|y  one 
Interpretation  to  our  Inquiries;  only  one  potvent 
for  all  our  doubts.

!  it  well  eatablahed  word  whose  meaning  la  es- 
jli^ished  and  recognized.  Now  the  word  InapL 
ition  as  used  by  Bible  readers  Is  known  and  de¬ 
bits,  and  to  seek  to  give  It  another  meaning 
f  take  away  the  recognised  significance  Is  like 
iking  away  a  roll  of  good  United  States  gold 
truncate*  and  substituting  a  bundle  of  alma- 


laitercstlng  and  probably  energizing  In  the 
same  way  that  a  good  lecture  might  be  or  as 
l^bbert  Browning’s  poems  or  Emerson's  Essays 
To  be  sure  fifty  people  out  of  a  hundred  would 
KO  tp  sleep  on  Robert  Brownings'  poems  quicker 
'*M  they  would  on  a  sermon  or  an  editorial  In 
the  Record,  and  ninety  people  out  ot  a  hundred 
l(j  the  United  States  have  never  been  provoked 
tq  anything  by  Emerson's  writing.  And  so  the 
lAspilratlon  of  the  Bible  Is  only  relative;  It  is  In¬ 
spired  to  one  man  and  not  to  another  according 
to  these  smuggling,  Juggling  theological  acro- 
bhla  and  gymnasts.  Which  being  put  Into  plain¬ 
er  grorda  means  that  there  Is  no  Inspiration  In 
w»li:  known  meaning  of  that  word.  They  would 
tMl  us  that  there  Is  no  tire  in  the  Bible  nor 
epeij  powder  In  it,  but  the  powder  is  In  you  and 
the  Bible  Is  only  a  sort  of  flint  lock  which  It  it 
h(ts  you  hard  enough  and  often  enough  and  at 
the  right  time  and  In  the  right  place  may  pro¬ 
duce  some  explosive  energy.  Perhaps  they 
Would  say  In  the  philosophic  phraseology  of  the 
schools  that  there  is  no  objective  In  splratton, 
but  that  It  Is  only  subjective;  which  means  that 
you  are  the  one  Inspired  and  not  Islah.  or  that 
IQ  took  both  of  you  to  make  Inspiration.

And  then  he  stands  off  to  see  how  dated  you  are 
at  bis  arguement.  He  thinks  he  has  run  s  teten 
•omefrom’  tlflco-theologlco-ratlpnal  Juggernaut  over  you 
ldea(s.  hls  and  you  are  flattened  ont  and  breathless  for¬ 
evermore.  He  things  he  hae  Introduced  a  stun- 
ner.

Our  ^aptlst  Commissioner  for  Europe,  Dr.  J. 
H.  Buthbroolte,  sailed  from  New  York  early  In 
July  for  his  home  In  London.  Writing  from 
New  York  he  aays,  "If  you  find  any  means  of 
expressing  on  my  behalf  my  deep  debt  to  the 
hputhern  Baptists  for  the  generous  welcome  I 
received  everywhere,  please  take  advantage  of 
It.  My  visit  haa  been  a  pure  delight.”  I  take 
this  occasion  to  pass  on  these  thoughtful  words 
of  oUr  brother  to  those  for  whom  appreciation 
Is  t))Us  expressed,  and  also  to  make  some  com¬ 
ments  upon  Dr.  Rushbrooke's  visit  to  the  »ou,n 

Whil#  In  America,  Dr.  Rushbrooke  visited 
Canada  and  several  states  In  the  North  as  well 
as  the  South.  He  was  beard  at  the  Northern 
and  Southern  Conventions  and  In  many  Ameri¬ 
can  pulpits.  A  Southern  Itinerary  was  arranged 
for  him  which  took  him  straight  through  the 
South  from  Dallas.  Texas,  to  Richmond,  and 
Washington,  and  gave  large  numbers  of  South¬ 
ern  Baptlats  opportunity  to  hear  him  ,  In  Dallas 
Shreveport,  Birmingham,  Atlanta,  Greenville, 
Richmond  and  Washington.  His  presence  at 
the  June  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
was  a  gratifying  Incident  of  this  annual  meeting 

Dr.  Rushbrooke's  coming  to  the  South  is  an 
event  much  significance.  First,  because 
of  the  ntan  himself.  He  was  a  welome  guest  and 
a  worthy  representative  of  European  Baptists. 

He  Is  a  gentleman  of  culture,  a  man  of  Chris¬ 
tian  graced,  and  a  Baptist  with  a  brotherly  spir¬ 
it.  Whenever  he  touched  Southern  Bapiats  he 
made  a  strong  and  favorable  Impression  ana  won 
their  confidence  *  Second,  his  coming  and  In¬ 
cidents  in0  clrumstanes  which  led  to  It  inau¬ 
gurate  a  new  fellowship  between  European  and 
Americas  Baptists.  Southern  Baptists  who 
have  gone  to  Europe  not  bent  on  pleasure  and 
slghtceeing.  but  to  seek  acquaintance  with  their 
Baptist  'brethren  have  met  surprises.  They 
have  had  the  delightful  experience  of  finding 
a  warm  response  to  their  approaches  found 
morel  of  common  faith  than  some  had  tnougnt 
existed  between  us.  But  at  the  same  time  they 
haveibefcn  made  aware  that  Southern  Baptists 
were  little  known  In  Europe.  All  of  us  now  re¬ 
gret  thaf  there  has  not  been  closer  fellowship 
between  us  and  our  spiritual  kinsmen  who  have 
remained;  on_  the  old  estate  while  we  have 
set  up  house  keeping  In  the  new  world.  Con 
neetlon  Is  reestablished  now  at  last.  Hence, 
forth  Ihsre  is  to  be  exchange  of  visits  and  fam¬ 
ily  reunions  and  mutual  interest. 

But  Dr.  Rushbrooke's  visit  has  clarified 
Southern  Baptist  thinking  upon  the  new  ana 
great  task  to  which,  with  their  European  and 
Northern  brethren,  they  have  committed  them¬ 
selves,  They  see  more  clearly  what  Is  to  be 
done,  realise  more  keenly  Its  purpose  because 
pf  his  visit.  We  will  not  attempt  the  role  of 
prophet  nor  stagger  new  converts  to  a  Baptist 
Program  for  Europe  by  using  extravagant  terms 
to  declare  our  expectations,  but  we  think  we 
see  clearly  that  In  recent  months,  and  waxing 
Into  clearer  view  with  Dr.  Rushbrooke's  visit, 
evidences  of  a  new  brotherhood  consciousness 
among  Baptists  of  all  lands,  and  that  even 
now  there  are  assurances  of  new  achievements 
by  the  people  of  our  faith.  A  confidence  has 
been  begotten  that  as  a  people  we  are  able  to 
do  great  things.  Perhaps  our  Baptist  democra¬ 
cy  and  eecleelaatlcal  Independence,  as  well  as 
the  hand  pf  our  enemlea,  and  perhaps  the  hand 
of  Providence  has  made  ua  a  scattered  and  a 
detached  people,  but  henceforth  with  growing 
tasks,  with  communications  established.  Bap¬ 
tists  will  grow  Into  a  world  brotherhood  and 
so  relate  their  efforts  as  marvelously  to  In¬ 
crease  the  effectiveness  of  their  witness  to  New 
Testament  talth  through  the  world.  As  to 
Baptist  history.  Dr.  Rushbrooke's  visit  and  the 
coming  years  unfold  the  drama  of  universal 
events  which  Immediately  proceeded  it  and  pre¬ 


pared  for  It,  will  have  the  significance  of  being 
Inaugural  to  a  new  era  In  the  life  of  a  people 
who,  because  of  their  heritage  of  truth  have 
great  responsibility  for  the  future  courts  and 
state  of  Christianity  In  the  world.  Dr.  Rush] 
brooke  has  during  his  visit  stimulated  a  dearc 
for  closer  Baptist  fellowship  and  the  will  :o  disc 
charge  our  duty  more  faithfully.

EXTRACTS  FROM  AN  ADDRESS  BY  HON. 

WILLIAM  JKNMMiS  BRYAN 

Addressing  the  Faculty,  Students  and  employ¬ 
ees  of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute  of  Chicago  re¬ 
cently,  Hon.  William  Jen^ilngs  Bryan  said  In 
part: 

"1  come  to  present  to  -iou  the  Bible  as  the 
Word  of  God,  and  to  protect  against  the  enemies 
open  and  secret,  who  would  lift  man  from  hls 
knees,  take  from  him  hls  filth  In  God  and  with¬ 
draw  from  hls  life  the  restraining  Influence  of 
a  belief  In  immortality.  Tiiat  Is  whst  I  believe 
the  Darwinian  doctrine  Is  jlolng.  It  leads  peo¬ 
ple  Into  agnosticism,  pantheism,  plunges  the 
world  Into  the  worst  of  iars  and  divides  so. 
dety  Into  classes,  fighting  iaeh  other  on  a  brute 
basis.  It  la  time  that  tie  Christian  church 
should  understand  what  Is { going  on  and  array 
itself  against  these  enemies  of  the  church, 
Christianity  and  civilisation. 

'  The  Bible  has  come  do  w  n  to  us  through  the 
rcntnri  is  and  we  find  that  'along  every  lino  ex¬ 
cept  the  one  of  which  the|  Bible  treats,  there 
has  been  marvelous  progress.  But  the  line  of 
which  the  Bible  treats  Is)  the  one  line  along 
which  we  have  made  no  prbgresa.  That  Is  the 
Science  of  How  to  Live,  wi  go  back  to  the  Old 
Testament  for  the  foundation  of  our  statute 
laws,  and  we  go  back  to  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mouunt  for  the  rules  that  iovern  our  spiritual 
development. 

"The  bright  spots  of  my  life  are  the  days  in 
which  I  learned  that  I  had  liken  a  help  In  bring¬ 
ing  men  back  to  God.  There  Is  more  happiness 
In  bringing  souls  back  to  Go<j  than  In  three  pres¬ 
idential  nominations 

"The  atheist  Is  like  the  man  who  blows  out 
the  light.  I  know  what  he  ias  done,  and  I  can 
light  It  again  and  express  my  opinion  of  him. 
But  suppose  he  comes  up  antf  says.  “  I  beg  your 
pardon:  I  am  afraid  that  light  Is  so  near  you 
that  It  will  hurt  your  eyes!"  He  then  moves 
It  back  and  back  until  finally  I  do  not  see  the 
light  at  all.  This  Is  the  nai  I  am  afraid  of. 
The  higher  critic  moves  the  j  light  away,  a  little 
at  a  time,  and  finally  takea  II  out  of  sight. 

"  There  are  some  honest  fiends  or  the  Bible 
who  count  themselves  higher  critics.  These 
men  are  trying  to  make  the  Bible  suit  the  men 
who  are  criticising  It.  .But  1  head  Is  worth  lit¬ 
tle  except  to  find  reasons  w>r  doing  what  the 
heart  wants  to  do.  Out  of  t^e  heart  are  the  Is¬ 
sues  of  life.  There  Is  not  a  thing  that  a  wicked 
heart  wants  to  do  that  an  Intelligent  brain  can¬ 
not  find  a  reason  for  doing  The  higher  critics 
who  are  trying  to  please  such  men  are  attempt¬ 
ing  the  Impossible  task  of  suiting  the  Bible  to  a 
fieptical  brain. 


"Few  men  are  braaen  enough  to  call  Chrlet 
a  bastard  but  that  la  exactly  the  belief  of  moat 
of  the  higher  crltlce,  many  of  whom  teach  In 
our  college*.  They  aay  they  do  not  believe  In 
the  virgin  birth.  The  go  through  the  Bible  and 
reject  everything  they  do  not  think  reaaonabl*. 
If  we  have  to  have  a  Bible  that  aeema  reasonable 
to  every  man  who  read*  It,  we  muat  have  a  good 
many  different  kind*  of  Bible*  to  fit  the  differ¬ 
ent  reasoning*  of  dlffereent  people,  and  the 
same  people  at  different  time*.  It  muat  at  la*t 
be  brought  down  to  the  mind  that  can  leait  com¬ 
prehend  the  Infinite. 

"The  greatest  enemy  of  the  Bible  1*  the  num- 
erou*  enemy,  and  tbe  numerous  enemy  today 
is  the  believe^  In  the  Darwinian  hypothesis 
that  man  is  a  lineal  descendant  of  the  lower  an¬ 
imal*.  I  believe  this  l»  the  greatest  menace  to 
tbe  church  today,  the  doctrine  that  man  was  not 
created  by  Ood,  as  recorded  In  Oenests,  but  Is 
blood  kin  to  the  brutes  below  him. 

“We  have  now  found  nearly  one  hundred 
specimens  of  vertebrate  life  in  tbe  early  rocks, 
and  more  than  half  of  them  lire  today.  In  not  a 
single  case  Is  there  any  material  change  from 
the  time  they  were  burled  In  the  rocks  until  to. 
day.  Now.  if  this  Is  true,  Is  not  that  an  argu¬ 
ment  against  the  hypothesis  that  everything  we 
see  la  the  tesult  of  change? 

"There  Is  not  an  Illustration  In  all  God's  un¬ 
iverse,  so  f|ar,  of  one  single  species  coming  from 
another,  and  yet  the  whole  Darwinian  hypothe¬ 
sis  rests  upon  the  assertion  that  In  the  begln- 
Ing  there  were  just  a  few  Invisible  germs  of  life, 
and  that  everything  came  from  them.  It  that 
were  true,  we  could  find  evidences  of  transition 
everywhere,  but  there  la  not  a  single  example  to 
be  found,  Hot  a  single  one  In  process  of  transi¬ 
tion.  -T 

"There  was  a  time  according  to  evolutionists, 
when  animals  had  no  eyes,  and,  as  they  now  have 

<em.  there  mast  have  been  a  time  when  they 
came.  Since  Ood  Is  not  allowed  to  make  an  eye 
It  Just  happened. 

"These  people  will  not  let  God  work;  they 
shut  Him  out  of  His  own  universe;  and  then 
try  to  explain  how  things  happen.  This  Is  one 
guess.  The  guess  Is  that  there  was  a  time  when 
the  little  animal  did  not  have  any  eyes,  and,  as 
It  was  time  for  It  to  get  an  eye,  there  Just  hap¬ 
pened.  no  design  about  It,  It  Just  happened,  that 
a  little  pigment  (some  call  It  a  freckle)  came  on 
the  skin.  That  concentrated  the  rays  of  the 
sun  and  when  the  little  animal  felt  the  heat 
on  that  spot,  It  turned  It  toward  the  sun  to  get 
more  heat  sad  the  sun's  heat  Irritated  It  and  a 
nerve  came  here  and  out  of  the  nerve  came  the 
eye!  Can  you  beat  It? 

This  accounts  for  one  eys.  and  there  had  to 
be  another  freckle  pretty  noon,  and  that  had  to 
come  In  just  the  right  place. 

••  Then  there  was  a  time  when  the  little  ani¬ 
mal  had  no  leg*,  and  the  leg  had  to  come.  8!nce 
they  will  not  let  Ood  work,  wbat  Is  the  guess? 
Well,  aa  this  little  animal  waa  wiggling  along,  a 
wart  came  on  its  belly.  Just  happened.  It  found 
that  It  could  use  this  wart  to  work  Itaelf  along 
and  finally  It  developed  lito  a  leg.  Only  one  leg 
of  course,  and  the  other  had  to  come  In  Just  the 
right  place.  Isn't  It  strange  that  they  can 
teach  this  totnmyrot  to  students  and  look  se¬ 
rious  about  It? 

"But  there  Is  something  more  Interesting  to 
me  than  that  Of  course,  I  am  Interested  In  all 
this,  but  Darwin  takes  up  a  matter  that  touches 
me  deeply.  He  tells  how  we  men  cam*  to  have 
brains  superior  to  the  women.  Do  you  know 
how  w*  came  to  have  these  superior  brains? 
Darwin  tells  all  about  ft. 

The  males  fought  for  the  females,  and  fought 
so  hard  that  this  struggle  Increased  the  brain 
power  la  the  males  and  this  Increased  brain 
power  descended  to  the  male*.  Just  to  the  males 
Kven  If  we  cannot  prove  that  we  have  these  su¬ 
perior  brains.  It  la  nice  to  know  how  we  came 
to  have  them 


"But  don't  think  that  Darwin  devoted  all  his 
time  to  us  men.  He  showed  bow  the  females 
did  their  part.  The  getting  of  this  superior 
brain  power  Is  not  so  Important  as  getting  rid  of 
the  hair.  There  was  a  time  when  all  the  animats 
had  hair,  and  the  question  that  bothered  Dar¬ 
win  most  was  how  a  hairy  animal  Was  trsns. 
formed  Into  a  hairless  man.  He  could  not  ex¬ 
plain  It  by  natural  selection,  because  the  less 
hair  a  man  had,  tbe  less  able  he  was  to  protect 
himself  against  the  weather.  He  laid  It  to  the 
selection  of  the  males  by  the  females.  He  said 
the  hair  was  bred  off  by  the  females  preferring 
the  males  with  the  least  hair.  Of  course,  it  re¬ 
quired  ages  but  that  Is  one  advantage  the  evolu¬ 
tionist  has.  If  you  say  that  a  certain  thing 
could  not  be  done  In  a  thousand  years,  he  says. 
"Take  a  million  years,  a  billion:  take  all  the 
time  you  want."  He  dissolves  opposition  In  the 
mist  or  the  ages 

"Bnt  why  did  he  not  think  that  maybe  all 
the  tamales  would  not  agree  In  such  a  prefer¬ 
ence?  If  no  two  women  can  agree  as  to  a  hat, 
how  could  the  female  brutes  all  agree  In  so  Im¬ 
practicable  a  thing  as  breeding  the  hair  off? 
And  if  that  was  so  universal  a  taste  back  there 
as  to  account  for  tbe  breeding  off  of  the  Bair, 
would  you  not  suppose  that  that  taste  would 
"peralfct,”  as  the  evolutionists  say,  and  that  we 
would  notice  It  In  women  today,  so  that  bald 
headed  men  would  have  a  greater  advantage 
than  they  have? 

'And  has  It  not  occurred  to  you  that  It  might 
be  difficult.  If  not  Impossible,  for  us  men  to 
get  these  brains  we  have  by  tbe  males  selecting 
the  females.  If  at  the  same  time,  the  females 
were  selectelng  the  males?  Could  they  both  se¬ 
lect  at  once,  or  did  they  alternate  and  make 
brains  for  a  little  while  and  then  decrease  hair 
for  a  llftle  while? 

"I  am  telling  you  what  Darwin  says.  He  say* 
that  this  argument  about  breeding  off  the  hair 
was  criticised  more  severely  than  anything  else 
he  said,  which  proves  that  there  were  people  In 
those  days,  aa  well  as  today,  with  common  sense 
Yet  this  Is  what  we  find  In  a  doctrine  that 
"everybody  believes." 

“This  doctrine  of  evolution  leads  you  Into  the 
wildest  of  speculation.  Tbe  Arabian  Nights 
have  nothing  to  compare  with  the  guesses  of 
scientists.  Science  can  do  anything  when  It 
builds  on  facta.  It  gives  us  rules  for  the  use  of 
electricity  and  steam  and  gas.  It  tells  us  about 
the  fertility  of  the  soil  and  the  rotation  of  crops, 
hut  It  Is  dealing  with  facts.  When  a  scientist 
goes  to  guessing  he  Is  no  better  than  any  other 
guesser  If  we  want  fiction  it  would  be  better 
to  read  Grimm's  fairy  tales  to  students  than  to 
have  them  taught  tbe  fiction  of  evolution. 

‘■What  I*  the  result  of  Darwin's  tneoryT 
What  would  you  suppose  was  the  result?  Here 
Is  a  boy  reared  In  a  Christian  home,  learning 
the  first  rblld's  prayer  and  then  the  Lord's  pray¬ 
er;  he  talk*  to  God.  asks  for  dally  bread,  pleads 
for  forgiveness  of  sins  and  desires  to  be  deliver¬ 
ed  from  evil.  He  reads  the  Bible  and  finds  that 
the  Heavenly  Father  Is  more  willing  to  give 
good  gifts  to'  Hls  children  than  earthly  parents 
are.  Then  he  goes  off  to  college  and  a  professor 
tskes  a  book  six  hundred  pages  thick  and  tries 
to  convince  him  that  hls  body  Is  a  brute's  body. 
“See  that  point  In  the  ear?  That  comes  from 
the  ape,"  etc  Darwin  also  tries  to  convince  the 
child  that  there  Is  nothing  in  the  brain  that  Is 
not  found  In  mlnature  In  the  brain  of  the  brute. 

"Then  he  says  that  tbe  morals  of  man  are  a 
development  from  the  brute.  First,  second,  third, 
fourth,  fifth,  sixth—  and  no  mention  of  Ood  or 
of  religion.  No  mention  of  conscience.  When 
the  boy  goes  out  from  school.  If  he  believes  Dar¬ 
win  and  believes  hls  teacher,  the  Bible  Is  to  him 
a  story  book.  Christ  Is  reduced  to  the  statue 
of  a  man  with  an  ape  for  hls  ancestor,  on  bis 
mother’s  side,  at  least,  and,  as  many  teachers 
believe,  on  hls  father's  side  also. 

"Are  you  surprised  when  I  tell  you  that  witn- 
In  a  month  I  met  a  young  man  twenty-two  years 


of  age,  who  s^ld  he  had  been  made  an  atheist  by 
two  teachers  In  a  Christian  college? 

"In  Miami  1  spoke  on  this  subject,  and  a  mo. 
tber  told  me  that  her  boy  would  not  pray,  ahe 
found  that  he  believed  In  the  Darwinian  doc¬ 
trine.  They  are  robbing  our  boys  and  girls  of 
spiritual  life;  a  profeasor  cannot  tram  enough 
Intelligence  into  a  boy's  brain  to  offset  the 
shrinkage  of  the  heart  when  he  takes  Ood  out. 
I  have  reached  this  conclusion;  that  If  we  are 
not  allowed  to  defend  the  Bible,  they  should  not 
be  allowed  to  stack  It  and  rob  ouf  children  of 

the|r  faith  and  hope. 

1 

"I  have  pointed  out  what  seems  te  be  the  nat 
ural  consequences  of  Darwinism.  Nletsaehe  took 
this  hypothesis,  brought  man  down  to  a  brute 
basis,  taught  that  might  makes  rlidht  and  laid 
the  foundation  for  the  greatest  war  that  man 
ever  knew.  He  got  It  from  Darwin.  He  says 
Darwin  waa  one  of  the  three  great  ,  men  of  hls 
century.  He  ppalses  Napoleon  as  the  greatest  be 
cause  be  made  war  "respectable"  aghln.  I  have 
there  a  quotation  from  an  editor  In  Paris  written 
when  there  was  a  peace  meeting  there,  some 
twenty-one  years  ago;  "The  spirit  of  peace  has 
fled  the  earth  because  evolution  has  taken  poss¬ 
ession  of  It.  The  plea  for  peace  In  put  years 
has  been  based  upon  the  divine  astare  and  di¬ 
vine  origin  of  ^tan.  Men  were  looked  upon  as 
the  children  of  God  and  war  was,  therefore,  fra- 
traclde.  But  now  that  men  are  considered  chil¬ 
dren  of  apes,  wtiat  matters  It  If  they  slaughter 
one  another?"  This  was  fifteen  yesirs  before 
the  war  began. 

“The  reason  this  pernlclbus  evolltlon  doc¬ 
trine  has  not  dope  more  harm  la  that.it  has  not 
ronched  the  mass  of  tbe  people.  It  le  those  who 
have  the  most  education  who  have  been  Injured 
most  by  It.  It  has  not  misled  the  maad;  the  peo¬ 
ple  as  a  rule,  do  not  believe  lb  the  ape  theory. 

"Darwin  gives  us  a  family  tree  which  begins 
In  th)e  water  with  larvae,  and  then  traces  tbe 
line  of  descent  to  Elropean  apes.  Over  eight 
hundred  times  he  uses  the  phrase  'we*  may  well 
suppose.”  Compere  this  phrase  with  tpe  Bible's 
"Thus  salth  the  Lord!"  The  Bible  I*  built  upon 
the  reck  and  the  other  upon  hypothessp.  When 
they  tell  you  th»t  their  sciences  are  the  most 
Important,  you  can  answer  th^t  there  Is  a  science 
more  Important,  than  any  they  teach  in  tbe 
schools.  It  Is  th*  science  of  Jlow  to  Live,  ft  fs 
more  Important  that  you  trus^  tbe  Rock  of  Ages 
than  I  hat  you  knew  the  age  of  the  roc|s.  When 
those  (who  teach  the  physical  kciences  look  down 
upon  i  hose  who  preab  the  gospel,  tell  them  what 
Paul  kald.  that  the  things  which  are  seen  are 
temporal,  the  thlags  that  are  unseen,  eternal 

“Ml.  Roosevelt,  when  President,  talking  to 
the  Harvard  Law  students,  told  them  that  there 
was  scarcely  a  great  conspiracy  against  th*  pub¬ 
lic  welfare  that  did  not  have  Harvard  brains  be 
hind  li.  This  might  have  been  said  of  ahy  other 
university  as  well  Many  graduates  go  put  with 
no  sense  of  responsibility  to  Ood  or  society; 
they  are  the  bulwark  of  every  unrighteous  caaa# 
the  defenders  of  pvery  vicious  system.  When 
reform  start*  In  t#l*  country.  It  eChrt*  with  th* 
masses  Reforms  do  not  come  out  of  th*  brains 
of  scholars. 

“Borne  of  these  young  m«*>  gradlate  from 
our  colleges,  go  Itpo  business  land  become  pro 
flteers  They  do  n*t  commit  petty  larceny;  some 
times  they  go  Into  jglorifled  larceny  and  ns*  tbs 
lawyer*  who  come  out  of  onr  college*  to  keep 
them  opt  of  the  pentltentiary.  W*  have  to  enact 
child  labor  laws  to  h**p  them  from  dwarfing  tbs 
bodies  and  souls  Of  little  children  Anti-trust 
laws  are  necessary  to  keep  them  from  rulnlag 
small  competitors. 

"I  billeve  the  brute  In  man  Is  brought  out 
largely  by  the  theory  that  makes  man  beltsve 
he  Is  bljood  relative  to  the  bruti.  Man  must  be 
brought  back  to  God.  to  a  belief  In  th*  Bible 
as  the  Word  of  God  and  tolove  Christ  aa  Ih*  Bo* 
of  Ood. !

THE  NEW  PRESIDENT  OF  THE 

NORTHERN  BAPTISTS  CONVENTION  j 

The  election  of  Mrs.  W.  A.  Montgomery  as  j 
President  of  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  Is  j 
not  perhaps  to  be  thought  of  as  an  honor  tol  wo-  1 
men  any  more  than  to  the  men  over  whom  she  j 
will  ably  preside.  But  It  is  noteworthy  of  bjelng  J 
the  first  instance  In  which  a  great  Christian  or-  !

1.  Concerning  George  Washington  University; 
In  the  light  of  finding,  wi  believe  the  Oeorgo 
Washington  University,  which  was  founded  by 
the  Baptists,  should  be  Brought  again  under 
Baptist  control.  We  therefore  recommend  that 
this  committee  he  continued  to  carry  on  nego¬ 
tiations,  and  that  the  Convention  request  the 
Columbia  Association,  composed  of  the  Baptist 
churches  of  Washington  It.  C.,  to  prepare  and 
present  a  plan  under  which  the  George  Washing¬ 
ton  University  may  be  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  Baptists  of  AmericH,  and  that  this  plah 
shall  be  reported  to  the  nexjt  session  of  our  Con¬ 
vention.  The  Columbia  Association  Is  autho¬ 
rized  to  project  this  undertaking  with  the 
greatest  liberty  of  action  In  the  matter  of  se¬ 
curing  conditional  pledges  bnd  agreements. 

2.  Concerning  'the  creation  of  one  or  more 
universities;  Your  committee.  In  the  light  of  the 
facts  rocltrd  shove  with  reference  to  the  general 
university  situation,  feeling  keenly  the  obliga¬ 
tion  of  the  three  million  of  Southern  white  Bap¬ 
tists  to  render  and  be  of  sej-vlce  In  the  realm  of 
higher  eduratlod,  recommend  that  the  Conven¬ 
tion  encourage  communltlles  or  States  desir¬ 
ing  to  develop  a  present  Institution  Into  a  uni¬ 
versity,  or  to  establish  a  new  Institution  of  uni¬ 
versity  grjtde,  to  make  thfjlr  proposals  to  the 
Convention  through  this  oommlttee.  We  fur¬ 
ther  suggest  to  the  Convention  the  advisability 
If  a  campaign  be  negotiated  at  the  dote  of  the 
present  7.1  Million  Campaign,  that  the  amount 
to  be  raised  for  Christian  [education  a  sum  of 
five  million  dollars  be  set  apart  to  be  used  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Convention  for  university 
education. 

3.  Concerning  theological  seminaries;  In  the 
light  of  the  facts  given  abova,  we  recommend 
the  advisability  of  establishing  another  theo¬ 
logical  seminary,  and  tha{  the  several  States 
will  be  Invited  te  make  proposal*  as  to  location 
of  such  seminary  and  that  these  propoeals  be 
presented  through  your  committee  to  the  nezt 
session  of  the  Convention. 

b.  Concerning  the  relationship  of  the  ezlstlng 
theological  Institutions  to  {he  Convention;  We 
recommend  that  the  committee  which  this  con- 
■  ntlon  appointed  upon  the  securing  of  a  ne- 
charter  for  the  Convention  shall  be  Instructed 
to  examine  the  charters  of  the  different  Insti¬ 
tution*  supported  by  this  Convention  and  shall 
recommend  the  procedure  by  which  uniformity 
of  relationship  and  legal  control  may  be  secur¬ 
ed,  and  that  the  traveling,  merleal  and  other  ex¬ 
penses  of  this  committee  Shall  he  met  by  the 
Convention  We  further  recommend  that  In 
the  working  out  of  this  felatlonshlp  between 
these  theological  Institution^  and  the  Convention 
everything  shall  be  done  tr)  protect  these  Insti¬ 
tutions  and  safeguard  their  Interests  so  that  the 
plan  which  shall  be  proposed  shall  be  acceptable 
to  these  Institutions  and  to  th*  Convention.

The 
third  robber  continues  unmolested 
•o  tear  .young  lives  from  their  sav¬ 
ing  foundations  In  religion;  he  Is 
praised  for  his  “brilliance"  and  the 
state  paps  him  well  for  his  ‘services.’
